A. Kissinger's visit to Peking.

simultaneously by the White House and 
the Chinese government 
White House press secretary Ron 
Nessen quoted Ford as saying of the

" I look forward to visiting the 
People’s Republic of China some time 
next year and to continuing the process 
of normalizing our relations." 
It will not be Ford’s first trip to China 
He went to Peking in the summer of 1972 
with a congressional delegation. 
The joint announcement, issued at the 
end of Kissinger’s sixth visit to China 
since July 1971, said . 
“ The U.S. and Chinese sides held 
frank, 
wide-ranging 
and

beneficial talks They reaffirmed their 
unchanged

communique. The two governments 
agreed that President Gerald R. Ford 
would visit the People’s Republic of 
China in 1975 ” 
The Chang Hai communique was 
issued at the conclusion of Nixon’s eight- 
day trip to China in February, 1972. It 
called for making U.S.-China relations 
more normal and the United States 
promised to reduce its military forces 
on Taiwan as tension in the area 
diminished 
An official aboard Kissinger's plane 
said the idea of another presidential trip 
to Peking was raised by the Chinese 
shortly 
after Kissinger arrived 
in 
Peking Monday. The trip was scheduled 
Wednesday after Kissinger checked 
with Ford in a telephone call, the official 
said. 
Neither side gave a specific reason for 
the visit. But the issue of Taiwan, the 
seat of the Nationalist government of 
China, remains a serious and unsettled 
problem in U.S.Chinese relations.

The United States, on the 
other hand, maintains full diplomatic 
relations with the government of Taiwan 
as well as a defense treaty.

Doctors say N ixon 
not able to testify 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A panel of 
three physicians said today that ailing 
former President Richard M Nixon is 
unable to testify in the Watergate cover- 
up trial and probably would not be able 
to until Feb. 16,1975. 
The specialists, who examined the 
former president at the request of U.S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica, also 
reported that Nixon would be unable to 
make a deposition until Jan. 6,1975, and 
then only in two daily sessions of one 
hour each. 
The 
report, 
which 
was 
issued 
unanimously by the three doctors, threw 
considerable doubt on whether the 
former president’s testimony will be 
available for the trial of five former 
Nixon aides, which had been expected to 
conclude before Christmas. 
Nixon, who has been hospitalized 
twice since he resigned from the 
presidency last Aug. 9, was examined 
personally at his San Clemente, Calif., 
home by the three court appointed 
physicians. He has been subpoenaed to 
testify at the trial by his former No. 2 
White House aide, defendant John D. 
Ehrlichman. 
The 3-page physicians report to Sirica 
said: 
1. Mr. Nixon is not personally able to 
travel to Washington to testify.

General Motors announces 
plant closings, layoffs 


DETROIT (U PI) - General Motors 
Corp. today announced a new round of 
layoffs and plant closings for January 
that will put another 24,000 employes out 
of work. 
The layoffs include elimination of 
second shifts at two assembly plants, 
new production schedules at four others 
and short shutdowns at six more. They 
will 
bring GM’s total number of 
indefinite layoffs in January to 64,000 
workers. 
Industrywide, almost 112,000 auto 
workers will be on indefinite layoffs in 
January, almost equal to the more than 
115,000 industry workers who were on 
indefinite layoffs during last winter’s 
energy crisis sales slump. 
Despite the cutbacks, GM expects to 


produce 385,000 vehicles in January, 
compared to 370,000 last January when it 
was cutting back sharply because of 
slumping sales. 
A spokesman said the number of 
indefinite layoffs could climb higher 
than 64,000 in January as the assembly 
line cutbacks are felt at plants that build 
parts. 
The 
layoffs 
and 
shutdowns 
are 
scheduled for plants that build GM's 
intermediate and full-size cars, and 
marks the first time since the recent 
sales slump began that the No. 1 
automaker has cut production of those 
models. Earlier cutbacks were at plants 
that build slow-selling small cars.

High schools have much in common

There may be sharp competition 
between Lompoc Valley’s two high 
schools on the athletic field, but Lompoc 
and Cabrillo High Schools have more in 
common than previously believed. 


That was the conclusion of a report by 
the district’s Office of Pupil Personnel 
Services which was handed the trustees 
of Lompoc Unified School District last 
week. The office’s chief Dr. Irwin 
Wapner made the presentation. 
Studies have been under way for 
several years in an effort to assess the 
ultimate merit of the present high 
school curriculum and educational way 
of doing things. 
In a preamble to the report, Wapner 
notes: 
“ The 
following 
material 
indicates throughout that there is a 
remarkable resemblance between the 
two high schools in Lompoc Unified 
School District. In most areas where 
discrepancies (differences?) occur the 
discrepancies are not as marked as we 
have noted in other years.” 
Wapner 
went on 
to 
cite 
these 
comparisons: About 66 per 
cent of 
Cabrillo’s 
1972 
graduating 
class 
completed all four years at the school, 
while about 80 per cent of Lompoc High 
School’s completed all four years at the 
city campus. 
Figures showing percentages of the 


respective school graduates who sought 
additional 
educational 
opportunities 
beyond graduation also were close: 75 
per cent of Cabrillo’s graduates planned 
to go on to some higher education 
institution, compared to 65 per cent at 
Lompoc In both schools’ 1972 class, 
about 50 per cent said they planned to 
begin their college careers at a junior or 
community college. 
In another area of some sensitivity, 
“ About two-thirds of 
our students 
indicated that they were able to take 
courses that they want to take... the 
majority of them (students) indicated 
that they’d learned something from the 
courses 
to 
which 
they 
had 
been 
exposed.” 
On the question of grading and what 
system was most popular among the 
graduates, the survey showed that the 
present system combined with a pass- 
fail system seems to have the ‘greatest 
appeal to most of the students. 
The survey also showed that “ two- 
thirds or more of the students felt that 
the schools’ effort had been helpful to 
them.” 
Graduation requirements in terms of 
subject matter and number of units 
required “ was seen as acceptable by 
almost 90 per cent of each of the 
graduating classes.” 
In other respects the survey showed 
graduates thought most teachers were 


good teachers, and that smoking laws 
should be applied eaually to all adults on 
campus. 
(Note 
by 
this 
reporter: 
Students cannot smoke on campus; 
teachers may smoke in lounges or in 
their private offices. ) 
The graduates also thought counseling 
practices were good 
In one broad area, however, while 
students from the two high schools had 
similar feelings, they gave school 
administration 
less 
than 
excellent 
marks. For example, only 40.8 per cent 
of the Cabrillo graduates who were 
polled said “ Most administrators listen 
to 
students 
— 
student 
opinions, 
concerns.” Only 29 5 per cent of Lompoc 
High School’s students agreed with that 
statement On the other hand only 14 per 
cent of the Cabrillo graduates said their 
administrators were not concerned or 
that they wouldn’t listen to them At 
Lompoc the percentage was 21.2 on the 
same question 
The studies are continuing with the aid 
of Human Factors Research, Inc., of 
Goleta

soon after passage by both 
houses of Parliament. 
Scotland Yard warned Bri­ 
tons to guard against reprisal 
bombings A series of blasts 
has wounded 29 Londoners 
since the IRA crackdown was 
announced Monday. 
Worried London mailmen, 
fearing a new outbreak of letter 
bombs, 
refused 
to 
handle 
packages to and from Ireland 
Despite the delaying tactics 
of some legislators, the House 
of Commons passed the "P re­ 
vention of Terrorism” bill and 
armed police with wide powers 
to seize IRA suspects. 


The government drafted the 
bill following bomb attacks in 
Birmingham last week that 
killed

persons. 
Police 
blamed the IRA for the blasts. 
Bomb blasts have killed 49 
persons and injured more than 
800 in Britain in the past two 
years as part of an IRA 
campaign to end British rule in 
Northern Ireland.

William Walker, head of White 
House personnel, to discuss 
possible presidential appoint­ 
ments. “They were shunted off 
to two of Walker’s underlings,” 
the sources said. 
“They have an i don’t give a 
damn’ 
attitude,”

congressional 
aide. 
"The 
people who carried water for 
the (GOP) elephant won’t be 
around if Ford wants to win an 


election in two years If Ford 
lets the men experienced in 
politics go down the drain, 
there won’t be anyone to help 
him.” 
One example cited was Rep. 
Earl F. Landgrebe, R-Ind., who 
supported both Nixon and Ford 
but 
"hasn’t 
been 
offered 
anything.” 
White House Deputy Press 
Secretary John 
W. 
Hushen 
said, "We are trying to be of 
assistance where we can, but 
there is no mandatory place­ 
ment program for defeated 
congressmen.” 
The aides reportedly asked 
about the "job bank,” a highly 
publicized computer list of 
administration openings, and 
were told it had been sent to 
Nixon in San Clemente, Calif. 
The Washington Star-News 
reported that Sen. Peter H. 
Dominick, R-Colo., who lost his

bid, 
would

named Health, Education and 
Welfare secretary, succeeding 
Caspar P. Weinberger.

Many injured in Da Nang 
explosion at airbase 


SAIGON (UPI) - A bomb 
depot 
used 
by 
government 
warplanes to strike Communist 
strongholds exploded at Da 
Nang airbase today, injuring 
more than 100 persons, 50 of 
them school children. 
The first explosions at the 
airbase 370 miles north of 
Saigon went off at midmoming. 
Military officers said the blasts 
were still occurring at mid- 
afternoon. 
Initial reports said at least 95 
civilians, 
including 
the 
children, and 10 soldiers were 
wounded, but that no one was 
killed. 
The military command said 
the cause of the explosions was 
not known. 
The injured civilians were 
residents from nearby Hoa 
Vang district capital, located 
at the southern end of the 
three-mile twin runway of the 
U.S.-built airbase. 
The military command also 
re p o rte d 
a 
g o v ern m en t 
helicopter carrying four Viet 
Cong 
and 
two 
government 
officers on a liaison flight to the 
de facto Communist capital at 
Loc Ninh, 75 miles north of 
Saigon, was fired on Thursday 
by Communist ground fire. 
The helicopter was not hit. 
Pilots said they ducked the fire 
on the approaches of Loc Ninh 
and later returned safely to 
Saigon. 
In a political development, 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
has overhauled his cabinet in 
an attempt to shore up South 


Vietnam’s sagging economy. 
Thieu’s cabinet shakeup went 
largely 
unnoticed 
Thursday 
because of violent demonstra­ 
tions in the Saigon suburbs and 
a massive show of force by 
police in the downtown area. 
Some 3,000 to 4,000 Roman 
Catholics hurled stones at riot 
police at two suburban chur­ 
ches near Tan Son Nhut Air 
Base, but were penned up 
inside 
the 
churchyards 
by 
barbed wire barricades. 


Police fired tiny pieces of 
steel wire from slingshots at 
the crowd, and at least 40 
persons on both sides were 
reported injured. 
The demonstration was in 
support of three newspaper 
publishers charged with libel 
for 
printing 
allegations 
of 
corruption against Thieu and 
his family. 


The 
publishers had 
been 
scheduled 
to 
go 
on 
trial 
Thursday, but the proceedings 
were 
postponed 
until 
next 
February, apparently to avert 
more serious protests. 
Thieu’s appointment of seven 
new ministers and vice minis­ 
ters came a month after 10 
members of the former 19- 
member cabinet resigned. 
The most important change 
was the departure of Informa­ 
tion Minister Hoang Due Nha, 
Thieu’s cousin and one of the 
most powerful men in the 
nation. Ho Van Cham, the 
veterans affairs minister, suc­ 
ceeded Nha.

the motives or the integrity of 
any religious group, ethnic 
group, or religious leader.” 
"I regret that some such 
interpretations 
have

m ade,” 
Butz 
said 
in 
a 
statement. 
The furor arose after Butz 
was quoted as having told 
newsmen Wednesday —using a 
mock 
Italian 
dialect 
—in 
commenting on world hunger 
and the Pope's birth control 
stand: 
"He no playa the game; he no 
maka the rules." 
The office of Cardinal Ter­ 
ence 
Cooke 
in 
New 
York 
accused Butz of "ethnic mock­ 


ery 
anu 
v u l g a i 
i c u r i o u s 
prejudice” and demanded his 
resignation. 
Rep. 
Mario 
Biaggi, D-N.Y., made a similar 
demand 
Spokesmen 
for 
Butz said 
earlier he had not used the 
words as his own but had 
merely been telling newsmen 
about a joke, attributed to an 
unnamed Italian woman, which 
circulated through the World 
Food Conference earlier this 
month in Rome 
"It is unfortunate that a few 
remarks that I made at a news 
breakfast with 20 reporters last 
Wednesday 
morning 
were 
taken out of context in one 
account of that meeting and 
, scalated in the news with an 
interpretation 
clearly 
not 
intended," Butz said. 
"There 
was 
never 
any 
intention 
in 
any 
of 
the 
discussion or in any remark to 
impune the motives or the 


integrity 
ol 
any 
religious 
group, 
ethnic 
group, 
or 
religious leader.” 
The statement did not rehash 
details of the birth control 
comment, but stressed that 
Butz' remarks were in the 
context of an hour-long discus­ 
sion 
"centered 
around 
the 
serious problem of the world 
population-food ratio now and 
in the years ahead " 
The Pope, in a talk at the 
World Food Conference, had 
criticized wealthy nations for 
recommending population con­ 
trol in poor countries to help 
solve the world food problem 
It was questioning by news­ 
men on that point which led to 
Butz’ controversial remark. "I 
pointed out that the world 
population may well reach 6 5 
to 7 billion people by the end of 
this century," Butz explained 
"I expressed my judgment 


that agriculture will be able to 
... feed that many people — 
even though it does mean 
doubling food production here 
and abroad in 25 years’ time 
However, at some point in time 
a continued growth of popula­ 
tion at the present rate will 
result in widespread famine 
and starvation-related deaths."

Wednesday that "any popula 
tion. of people or anything else, 
that increases at an annual rate

Pioneer II nears Jupiter 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif 
(UPI) — The giant planet 
Jupiter which Pioneer 11 will 
visit Monday night tantalizes 
man as the solar system’s 
biggest and most awesome 
object. 


With its baleful eye —the 
Great Red Spot —and bands of 
churning 
salmon 
and 
slate 
gray, Jupiter looks like some­ 
thing out of an Edgar Allan Poe 
nightmare. 
Jupiter’s 
volume is 
1,300 
times that of earth It contains 
two-thirds of all the material in 
the solar system, except for the 
sun. 
Circling 
Jupiter 
are 
13 
moons, four the size of the 
planet Mercury, moving 
in 
opposite directions. 
Guarding the monster are 
belts of radiation more deadly 
than a dozen hydrogen bombs. 
Electric fields can build up 
charges 
on 
the 
unmanned 
spacecraft which would arc 
between components like light­ 
ning 
If Pioneer survives these 
perils, 
it will loop around 
Jupiter and pass on for a 
spacecraft’s first journey to 
Saturn, a hauntingly beautiful 
planet with three rings. 
To reach Jupiter, the fifth 
planet 
out 
from 
the 
sun, 
Pioneer has voyaged 20 months 
and 620 million miles past Mars 
and through the Asteroid Belt. 
Monday night, Pioneer will 
zip under the planet's South 
Pole 26,600 miles above the 
cloud tops. With a boost from 
Jupiter’s orbital motion, it will 
hit a speed of 107,000 miles an 
hour 
— 
the 
highest 
ever 


achieved by a manmade object. 
The path for this exploit was 
prepared a year ago by Pioneer 
10, 
the 
first to 
encounter 
Jupiter. Pioneer 10 never got 
closer than 82,000 miles, but it 
learned enough to make its 
sister’s visit possible. 
The inner radiation belt, for 
example, forms a doughnut 
with Jupiter sitting in the hole 
Sweeping up through the hole, 
Pioneer 11 will avoid the widest 
area of radiation. 
Still, it will be subjected to 
40,000 times the radiation in 
earth's belts The space agency 
hopes the exposure will be brief 
enough to keep the radiation 
fro m 
“ k i llin g ’’ 
the 
instruments. 
Pioneer 10 found that Jupiter 
is composed mainly of liquid 
hydrogen 
It has no 
solid 
surface and possibly a dense 
core of hydrogen solidified The 
question of whether Jupiter's 
atmosphere harbors some form 
of life remains to be answered 
The planet radiates 2.5 times 
the amount of heat it receives 
from the sun 
Probably this 


heat dates back to the birth of 
the planet 4 5 billion years ago 
The Great Red Spot is a 
permanent hurricane, 20,000 
miles wide, that has been 
raging for at least 400 years 
The four biggest of Jupiter's 
moons appear to have atmos­ 
pheres, and Pioneer 10 found 
that Callisto, which receives 
the least radiation, would be 
the best target for the first 
manned trip to the Jovian 
region. 
Pioneer 10 data suggested 
that Jupiter emits huge bursts 
of electrons throughout the 
solar system. This theory, if 
true, means scientists must 
discard much of what they 
believed about cosmic rays. 
Monday's encounter should 
add vastly to knowledge not 
only about the planet, but to the 
fundamental question of the 
origin of the solar system 
Then, when Pioneer 11 sails 
by Saturn Sept. 5,1979, it might 
discover the makeup of its 
three spectacular rings Now it 
is theorized that they consist of 
huge chunks of flying rock.

The administrators of many of the 
country's colleges and universities are 
these days grateful for their long 
experience in the civil disobedience of 
their students 
They are preparing 
something of the sort in protest against 
the 
promulgation 
of 
the 
so-called 
Buckley Amendment, which went into 
effect last Tuesday, having earlier this 
year been tagged on to the omnibus 
educational subsidy bill at the urging of 
the sainted junior senator from New 
York, Mr. James L. Buckley. The rider 
is known as the ‘‘Family Educational 
Rights and Privacy Act of 1974.” 
It passed as a result 
of one of those infre­ 
quent and felicitous 
conjunctions of right 
and left wing pres­ 
sure. 
Mr. 
Buckley, 
desiring to protect the 
privacy of students, 
found himself in the 
same camp with the 
A m erica n 
C iv il 
L ib erties 
Union, 
which 
desires 
the 
same thing. Usually 
the ACLU desires that 
kind of thing in order 
to protect people from 
being prosecuted, or 
convicted. 
Senator Buckley desires it in order to 
protect students from wandering around 
the country for the rest of their lives 
with a hidden albatross around their

neck — hostile information, of a factual 
or evaluative nature, that is often 
available to almost anyone who wants to 
look at the file — except the man the file 
describes. 
The rider gives to the parents of 
students in primary and secondary 
schools the right to inspect these files, 
to protect their children against malice, 
and otherwise to respect their privacy. 
At the college level, the bill permits 
college students to march into the 
relevant offices and demand to see their 
files. 
Now there are some very good 
arguments against Senator Buckley’s 
rider. It is true — for instance — that a 
te a c h e r , 
asked 
to 
give 
a 
recommendation to a college senior for 
review by the admissions board of a 
graduate school, is not likely to be so 
candid if he thinks there is a chance that 
the student he is describing will himself 
be 
review in g

recommendation. Or take the parent 
who sends his boy to a prep school to 
which said parent has been donating 
gymnasiums 
or 
whatever 
for

generation. Suddenly he discovers that 
the headmaster’s letter to Harvard 
discreetly advises Harvard that the 
young man is a pain in the behind, and 
ought not to be admitted into the 
company of civilized people. There goes 
the hockey rink.

ROANOKE, Va - (NEA) - Wilbert 
Moss is one of an uncounted number of 
Virginians and 
other Americans who 
have decided to fight inflation with 
inflation. What he’s done is to plant a 
sign in his front yard announcing the 
creation of a new industry. “Garage. 
Sale,” the sign reads. 
Moss is one of many 
who have turned their 
yards into perpetual 
flea markets; “I buy 
from neighbors and 
sell 
to 
neighbors. 
Every Saturday and 
Sunday. 
And 
times 
being what they are, I 
get every penny I can 
get.” 
The 
enterprise 
is 
admirable, 
of 
course. The accompanying philosophy, 
however, is something less. Moss has 
concluded that inflation is here to stay, 
that prices can only go up; so he has 
made his choice: since he can't fight it 
he has joined it. “I got $5 for a $2 picture 
frame last week; I wished I'd asked $6.” 
The mentality here is worrisome. But 
it is decidedly American. Like the auto 
and oil companies, Will Moss does 
nothing less than contribute to his 
personal well being while ignoring the 
nation's economic health. The refusal to 
hold the economic line and the readiness 
to go along with inflation are two solid 
reasons why we have inflation at all. 
To be sure, the cave-in attitude can 
lead only to disaster. John Stafford, 
research director of the U.S. League of 
Savings Associations, has 
computed 
that inflation abetted will in a short time 
be 
inflation 
unimaginable. 
At 
the 
present rate of double digit escalation, 
says Stafford, "today’s dollar will be 
worth 50 cents in six years time, and 
only 32 cents four years after that.” 
Put another way, says Stafford, if 
people continue to feed inflation rather 
than starve it, “We’ll all of us need 
about three times as much to live on 10 
years from now.” Thus a family earning 
$10,000 today would need $31,337 in a 
decade, at the current rate of inflation, 
and those earning $20,000 now would 
need $62,674. 
What’s more, the figures do not

account for taxation; as one earns more 
one pays more, as in the law, thus most 
families would fall even further behind. 
So far behind, says Stafford, that true 
catstrophe would befall millions. For 
example.

and who died 10 years from now, would 
leave his dependents the equivalent of 
$3,191. 
“And

people 
retiring?,” Stafford adds. “If a man is 
planning only $318 a month purchasing 
power. My wife already says we can’t 
make it.” 
But even for people who do continue 
living and working, under the outlined 
inflation prophecy, times would be 
shuddersome. Stafford says that, based 
on 1973-74 price increases, a $20 bag of 
groceries would cost $80.91 in a decade, 
$3 worth of drycleaning $8.75, 
% 
dungarees $25, a $3 babysitter $15.70, 
and a 15-cents newspaper almost 75 
cents. 


Under such circumstances, naturally, 
not 
only 
financial 
but 
social 
and 
institutional changes would multiply. 
There are predictions that the United 
States would have to employ “go along” 
measures such as those exercised in 
inflation-skinned South America, where 
nations such as Chile have experienced 
up to 5,600 per cent cost of living 
increases in the past five years. In one 
South 
American 
country, 
inflation- 
accommodating bank officials keep only 
noon to 4 p.m. hours, so that employes 
can go out to other jobs. 


Beyond this, say the gloomers, the 
time 
would 
come 
when 
bloated 
American currency would have to be 
deflated by dropping zeros. Thus $10 
would become $1, or something similar. 
This is what repeatedly happens in South 
America; the Brazilian real of the 1880s 
has been devalued and renamed so many 
times that today it would take seven 
billion of them to equal even the weak 
value of the U.S. buck. 


Still, all this escapes Wilbert Moss and 
many others whose only interest is No. 
1. Too bad. A decade from now, 
statistically, we may all be paying for 
sugar on time payment.

ludicrously Thus Mr Albert B. Fitt, 
legal adviser to Yale University, has 
said without one gathers cracking a 
smile, that under the new act, “grades 
may no longer be sent to parents.” This 
because the act specifies that no data 
from the files may be sent to anyone 
without the students’ consent, and Mr. 
Fitt is here suggesting that the students 
would deny knowledge of their grades to 
their parents.

It is not 
right that any law should superordinate 
itself over the arrangements reached 
between college admissions offices, and 
p e r so n s 
w r itin g 
le t t e r s 
of 
recommendations. 
Clearly, then, the law’s focus should 
be prospective, rather than retroactive, 
and one would think that 
a simple 
clarification — by Congress, or by 
H.E.W. with the tacit consent of Mr. 
Buckley — would limit the students’ 
rights to future files. And these would 
presumably be collected differently. 
Colleges would use a standard form, and 
decline to solicit the advice of others 
except upon waiver, by the student, of 
any 
future 
right to examine that 
recommendation. 
Surely the logical 
thing for the admissions officer to do, 
after weighing the evaluation of the 
student, would be to destroy the letter, 
to avoid 
strategic miscarriages of 
justice. 
What you have is a classic dilemma. 
Whatever happens, 
somebody 
loses 
something. When confronted with such 
dilemmas, the rule should be: weigh in 
on the side of the individual, over 
against the bureaucracy. This Senator 
Buckley sought to do. His bill needs fine 
tuning, but it is correctly pitched.

The decision 
came about as a result of a claim filed 
by the widow of an employe who got 
tipsy at a Christmas party and was 
killed while driving home. 
She 
sought death 
benefits under 
workmen’s compensation. These were 
denied by the board and an appeal was 
taken. The court held that an employer 
who sponsors or allows office drinking 
parties is responsible for the injury or 
death of a worker resulting from 
intoxication at such party. 
With that ruling it is a fair assumption 
that any office partying hereafter will 
be sans “Christmas cheer.” The upshot 
of that can oly be a plummeting of the 
popularity of such parties among the 
employes.
